TWENTY DEAD IN WRECK 


147 Othara Injured When New York 
Central Electric Train Was Derailed. 


New York, Feb. 18.—Tv/enty dead, 
two fatally hurt and 145 others more 
or less seriously Injured, Is the result 
of the wreck of an electric express 
train on the New York Central rail- 
road at 205th street and Webster ave- 
Hue. Of the large number of injured, 
50 are, according to hospital and police 
reports, seriously hurt. Most of the 
others are suffering from lacerations 
or shock and will recover.

The rear car, containing more .won*- 
en than the otK<^rs, suffered the great- 
est as It overturned*, and before the 
breaking of tho coupling released It 
from the cars ahead it was literally 
torn to pieces and broken bits scat-

OFFICERS CHARGED 
WITH COWARDICE 


Providence, R. I,# Feb. 15. — Tho 
work of returning to their relatives 
and friends the bodies of the victims 
of tho Larclnnont disaster continues, 
many of those brought to the city hav­ 
ing been claimed. Another boat load 
of 24 bodies came up theriver from 
Block Island and wore transferred to 
the morgue. 


Tho authorities here number the 
identified dead as 68, including Sam­

Blast Oddly Boasts Him Alive. 


Allentown, Pa., Feb. 18.—As Felix 
Sandys, a cement worker at the Le* 
high Portland Cement company's West 
Caploy plant, was broiling meat at the 
open door of a large rotary cement 
kiin, a blast in a nearby quarry caused 
a great quantity of coal dust ,to fall 
from the rafters of the building.

This 
journal is now in the possession of a 
descendant of its author, Mr. Benja- 
min Vaughau, of Boston, who has 
furnished the Century with a copy of 
the plan, and the following descrip- 
tion of them taken from the journal 
literally except as to paragraphing:

The French scientific weekly, CM 
et Terre, prints a very Interrsttriit ar- 
ticle about the speed of several birds, 
as observed by August Versrhurin, 
of Antwerp. 
The rapidity of flight 
credited to the swallow (290 feet a 
second) seemed exaggerated to him» 
and he undertook some cxperimcnti 
on his own hook.^ , 


He sent several batikets of f>igeona 
to Compeigne, France, and In a sep- 
arate cage a swallow which.had Its 
nest under the gable roof of the rail- 
road station at Antwerp. On Novem- 
ber 7, at 7.30 in the morning, all the 
birds were liberated at Compelgne; 
the swallow took a northward direc- 
tion as quick as lightning, while the 
pigeons made several spirals in the 
air before they started in the san^e 
direction. The swallow arrived at Its 
nest, in Antwerp, at 8.23, a number 
c^f witnesses being present at its ar- 
rival.

The first pigeons only arrived Jnt 
their destination at 11.30 of tho same 
morning. 
The swallow had, there- 
fore, covered the entire distance o( 
146 % miles in one hour and eighteep 
minutes, which is equal to a speed ol 
128% miles per hour, or about ISi 
feet per second, which is about doublt' 
the speed of an express train. 
\ 


The pigeons only reached a speed ^ 
of thirty-five miles an hour, or forty- ? 
eight feet per second. 
It may be 
gathered from these figures how rap- 
idly the migrations of swallows takd ' 
place, as with the speed given abov^ \ 
it would require only half a day to 
fly from Belgium or Central Germany 
to Northern Africa.

I A STORY OF THE BLOCKADE. BT*T1 


AS TOLD BY CAPTA1H HICKS. 


During the war between the States. 


having been educated at the Naval 
Academy, I had wished to enter that 
arm of the service, but there was no 
place for me, and I attached myself 
to the cavalry corps of General J. E. 
B. Stuart, ro it was quite a surprise 
when Secretary Mallory handed me a 
captain's commission with orders to 
proceed to Wilmington, N. C., and 
take charge of a small steamer with" 
instructions to run the blockade to 
Nassau, then to Eleuthera, one of the 
(Bahama group, and there await a 
•ailing vessel from England loaded 
with guns and munitions of war for 
the Confederacy. 


The Little Hattie was a snug 


steamer already loaded with cotton 
and having a crew composed of ad- 
venturers of many nationalities. 
At 


this time the port of Wilmington 
.•was closely blockaded, so I chose a 
dark and gusty night, threatening a 
Jgale, when we steamed down Cape 
Fear River, left the protection of the 
tatteries of Fort Fisher, crossed the 


:bar and made a dash to run the 
gauntlet of the Federal fleet. Every 
•light was. out, and perfect silence 
.•was ordered, when chancing to turn 
my eye, I caught a flash of light on 
the water from our deck. I knew at 
once that we had a traitor on board, 
and springing upon a man I found 
crouched among some coils of rope, 
•I seized him by the collar. As he 
attempted to free himself, he let fall 
a dark lantern concealed under a 
shawl. I kicked the lantern into the 
sea and hurled the wretch to the 
'deck with such force as to complete- 
ly stun Him, then tossed him over- 
board. At the same moment a rock- 
et shot up, which was answered by 
signal lights in every direction. 
I 


sprang upon the pilot box as I saw 
.the black hull of a large ship direct- 
ly in front of me, and seizing the 
.•wheel from the sailor. in charge 
.turned the head of the Little Hattie, 
and shot almost under the stern of 
Our huge eneiny. 
Before she could 


bring rier guns to bear, we were 
speeding; away among the whitecaps, 
now our greatest protection, for not 
only were both vesssls tossing so as 
tt» make us an uncertain target, but 
my ship was painted a dull lead color 
and was scarcely discernible against 
the leaden skies. When the big guns 
belched forth shot and shell, they 
.went "whirring and hissing high over 
our heads, while we disappeared. 


Then a calcium light from the 


"deck..of the man-of-war lit up the 
sea, exposing us to the hostile fleet, 
and another vessel opened fire on us. 
One saot struck our rigging, another 
cut the banisters on deck, scattering 
splinters all around us. The calcium 
lights exposed our position, but also 
Showed us our pursuers, and I saw 
all the ships of the line closing in on 
us. I saw also an opening in the 
cordon of oar foes, and putting on a 
full head of "steam, I made a dash 
for it, and cleared the cul de sac 
amid a roar of artillery and hissing 
of bursting shells. The lights went 
out, and the night seemed blacker 
than ever; but ship after ship lighted 


- np the -waves, and as the men-of-war 
would catch a glimpse of us they 
turned and fired a shot after us. Each 
shot retarded their speed, while we 
.were widening the space and getting 
beyond the influence of the calcium 
lights. 


As' soon as we were hidden by the 


"darkness we altered our course, and 
dodged to one side while our ene- 
mies_ passed by. 
Then running a 


. couple of hours in a northerly direc- 


tion, until we had eluded them, we 
resumed our course. 
There were 


•large ships with powerful engines 
after us that would soon have run 
us down in a gale, for the 
little 


blockade runner could not long have 
stood the pressure on her machinery 
In a heavy sea; so as soon as I felt 
cafe, speed was slackened, but we 
kept steadily 
on until the 
Gulf 


Stream was reached. And even then 
the danger was not over, for Fed- 
eral cruisers were scattered over the 
ocean between Wilmington and the 
Bahamas. With the light of dawn 
we might find ourselves close to one 
of our enemies. Ton may be sure I 
chafed under this unequal contest, 
lor the laws of nations forbid mer- 
chantmen carrying guns, otherwise 
the blockade could not have been en- 
forced. With the exception of a few 
men-of-war the blockading squadron 
was composed of merchant steamers, 
many of -which were captured block- 
. ade runners converted into -war ves- 


sels which carried only one gun, 
caRed a Long Tom, that was worth 
little, except to disable an unarmed 
craft. The greatest danger to -which 
the blockade runner was subjected 
was finding itself close to. one of 
these fast 
running light arced 


steamers at early dawn with an all- 
day chase before them. 
So when 


daylight began to appear we kept a 


lookout Tli* rosy morning 


rolled back the mantis of night, and 
to our joy there was no sail in sight. '• 
As the sun arose—as it only does at 
sea—dispelling the mist from the 
ocean's swell, the man at the mast- : 
head shouted, 'Sail ho!" and pointed 
out a thin column of smoke off our 
starboard bow. 
Although it was 


scarcely 
perceptible, 
we 
quickly 


turned from it and fled, for the 
blockade runner ran from every 
shadow of danger, and when the look 
out again discerned a pillar of cloud 
on our port bow, we availed ourselves 
of the benefit of the doubt, and 
turned from the suspiciuos column 
that was painting a sign of warning 
in the heavens. 


This day and the next was marked - 


by neither incident nor mishap. As ' 
night again closed around us, we felt 
greatly relieved and I retired to rest, 
wearied with constant watching. The i 
sea was now calm and the balmy air • 
of the Gulf Stream invited sleep. J 
During the night, while the Little • 
Hattie sped on to tropic isles, I was ; 
awakened by the cry of "Sail ho!" ! 
and saw a steamer bearing down on ! 
us. 
Fortunately the moon, although '- 


shining brightly, would soon be 
down, but being closely pursued we 
put on steam, and when the moon | 
went out of sight altered our course i 
and escaped In the darkness. "Worn 
out with aniety, I sat at the stern, 
leaning over the railing watching the 
phosphorescent sparkles that fell like 
glittering jewels from 
the 
rapid 


whirl of our propeller, until I slipped 
quietly amid a pile of canvas and fell 
asleep. 
Whether awake or dream- 


ing I never knew, but I saw a short 
distance from me the Bahama pilot 
in low earnest conversation, witti a 
Portuguese sailor. They were speak- j 
ing in Portuguese, with which Ian- j 
guage I am familiar, and in the still- | 
ness of the night I could distinguish, 
every word they uttered. 


"We must wreck her, Armbrister, 


as soon as we get among the reefs. 
The schooner will certainly be on the 
lookout for us among the cays." 


"I dare not undertake it," replied 


the other, "until we sight the schoon- 
er. 
The skipper here won't stand 


any folishness, and if I have to jump 
and swim for it, I want help at hand. 
You know every fishing smack about 
the islands is ready to rush in and 
claim salvage, and old Saunders' 
gaag of wreckers is always on the 
watch for wrecks." 


"But you don't intend to miss the 


chance, do you?" 


"Not much; but I want the skip- 


per to get the steamer safe in sight 
of the Bahama Banks, and when he 
turns h^r over to me I'll set her fast 
on a rock near Green Turtle Key." 


They went forward to the fore- 


castle, and as I watched them pass 
out of sight I rubbed my eyes. Was 
I dreaming or awake? It all seemed 
so real, yet seemed to have reached 
me through some other sense than 
that of sight, for it was too dark to 
distinguish their features, much less 
the expression of the treacherous 
scoundrels which nevertheless was 
stamped on my memory as vividly as 
if seen by the light of day. I am 
yet uncertain whether it was reality 
or a dream. I resolved, however, to 
act upon the impression made on my 
mind, and to watch the villains with- 
out letting them know of my sus- 
picions. I sought my berth and slept 
until daylight, when I was awakened 
and informed that a steamer was 
bearing down oil ns. 
Rushing on 


deck, I saw that our only chance lay" 
in out-speeding our enemy. We put 
on steam, and under a full spread of 
canvas and unfurled the Confederate 
flag. 
There being only a gentle 


breeze, not sufficient to roughen the 
sea, the Little Hartie rode the un- 
dulating swell like a waterfowl. We 
were gaining rapidly upon our pur- 
suers when they began to fire oa us, 
but the shot fell shom. 


We were congratulating ourselves 


on outstripping oar adversary, when 
we saw the smoke of another steam- 
er, evidently intending to intercept 
us, and directing its course by the 
boom of the cannon. 
We made a 


slight deviation in our course which 
we resumed in an hour, closely pur- 
sued by two Federal steamers. The 
last ship was the United States man- 
of-war San Jacinto, famous for the 
capture of Mason and Slidell, Con- 
federate ministers to England and 
France. If the sea had not settled 
dotrn as calm as a lake the San Ja- 
cinto would have soon overtaken us, 
for it was a vessel of great speed and 
poorer, antl in spite of every effort on 
our part, it gained on us. 
As I 


stood 
calculating our chances, I 


caught the odor of the Bahamas, 
though fifty miles away. The spicy 
breath of the fragrant isles, stealing 
over the sea, whispered hope and 
-encouragement. On we -went, piling 
on fuel, until the engineer reported 
the coal running short. This was 
appalling. 


"Plte it on while It lasts." I *r- 


dered, 


"What then, Captain?" 
I answered in the desperation of 


despair, 
"Burn 
everything, 
and 


then I'll blow her up, before she 
shall be captured!" 


On we went at a terrific rate of 


speed, all the power of tae engine 
being exerted to its utmost capacity. 
Still the San Jacinto clung to us like 
a Nemesis, the other steamer having 
given up the chase. 


"Land ho!" shouted the man at 


the lookout, a sound that thrilled our 
hearts with joy. I examined my 
chart and found I was in sight of 
one of the Bahamas known as Green 
Turtle Key. As I called up the 
pilot, Armbrister, the name suggested 
my dream, and I asked him if he was 
familiar with the coast around Green 
Turtle Key. He replied promptly 
that be knew every nook and corner 
about it, and if we could only hold 
out to reach it, he could carry a ves- 
sel of our draft through a channel 
in a reef where no large ship could 
follow. We could land at the village 
where there was a small garrison of 
British troops and a magistrate ap- 
pointed by the crown for the gov- 
ernment of the island.

Sponge Fishing. 


The Greeks are considered the 


principal sponge fishers, arid it takas 
much eiperiencs, skill and cardihood 
to cuaiify a raan for a first-class place 
among sponge divers. 
Many of the 


most valuable specimens are found 
at a depth varying from ten to thirty- 
five fathoms. To aid In the descent 
the divers make use of a triangular 
stone with a. hole in one corner, 
through which a rope is spliced. On 
reaching the. deep-sea gardens, where 
the rock ledges are clothed with ma- 
rine growths, the diver, retaining a 
hold on his rope, dexterously breaks 
away the holdfast of,the sponges and 
places them under -his arm until a 
sufficient load has been gleaned, when 
a pull on the ropes signals his com- 
panions above that he is ready to 
ascend, and he is then hauled to the 
surface, bearing his ocean treasures. 


Queer Fishing Methods. 


The idea of catching fish by means 


of a beshive with a hole in the top of 
It is a strange enough one. Yet this, 
says the Country Gentleman, not in- 
adequately describes the method em- 
ployed by fishermen in the Philippine 
Islands, who clap their apparatus 
down over the sluggish bottom feed- 
ing fish, and then, putting their hands 
through tie hole In the top, extract 
their victims.

To round out these encounters into 
tales that bear the telling sometimes 
taxes the ingenuity of even those 
inventive young heroes; but their 
task is fortunately lightened by the 
activity with which the public swal- 
lows the most ludicrous rumors that 
promise something 
of a neighbor- 


hood sensation. The recent killing 
of a pet cinnamon bear near Con- 
neaut 
Lake, 
Pennsylvania, 
by a 


Grove City tyro is one more illus- 
tration of this senseless 
and un- 


reasoning panic, something in which 
the true hunter, with the courage of 
the forest upon him, is not prone to 
indulge. 


Some one, frightened perhaps by 


his own shadow, if cast among the 
shadows of surrounding trees, gives 
the cry of danger; a. number of ex- 
citable residents hear, see or imag- 
ine an unusual presence; the local 
papers print a few columns of gush 
about the "wild 
animal" roaming 


through 
the 
neighborhood; then 


some wilder animal, gun in hand, 
too ignorant or too frightened to 
consider that a cinnamon bear, never 
a native of Pennsylvania, could only 
by any possibility be found therein 
through man's agency or ownership; 
and two homeless wanderers are sud- 
denly deprived of their pet compan- 
ion and means of livelihood. 


Not all "scares" terminate in an 


animal tragedy that draws attention 
so entirely from the ludicrous side. 
Some years ago, almost In this same 
neighborhood, a young man had his 
nerves considerably shaken up one 
night by the sudden passage of a 
strange animal across the road before 
him—this where no larger wild ani- 
mal was to be expected than a coon 
or fox. The story was hardly credit- 
ed at first, but during the nest few 
weeks at least a dozen 
different 


people had 
a similar 
experience 


either a night or, in a few instances. 
In broad daylight. Some recognized 
a mountain lion; 
others a South 


American 
jaguar, while 
even the 


king of beasts was himself described 
with startling minuteness by one or 
two 
o£ the frightened 
witnesses. 


Some one finally missed a sheep. A 
dead calf that had been left - mi- 
buried was found to be mutilated; 
then the carrying off of full-grown 
cattle was one of the strange visi- 
tor's reported pastimes. 


With the possibility of such a visi- 


tant among them, even those who 
disbelieved the stories became inter- 
ested, especially as the group of wit- 
nesses included some of the most 
solid and conservative 
people. 
It 


seemed only the part of duty to rid 
the neighborhood of such a danger- 
ous marauder, and an entire village, 
under the leadership of a good citi- 
zen who was familiar with the wood- 
lot, said to be the most frequently In- 
fested, started out one Sunday morn- 
ing on an organized "wild animal" 
hunt. Some went because they con- 
sidered 
It a duty; others 
out of 


curiosity; some because the rest were 
going; but In the crowd there vrere 
doubtless some 
who had a secret 


hope of returning -with a full-grown 
African lion in their game bag £>r 
else a secret fear that they would 
see one at close quarters. 
Only a 


part of the array had guns or other 
efficient weapons, and only a few 
of those who did were as dangerous 
to a wild animal as they were to 
their comrades. Needless to say, the 
greatest 
danger 
encountered was 


that from a boy or nervous man with 
a gun. 
A practical joker might in 


a moment's outburst of misplaced en- 
thusiasm, have furnished wholesale 


tragedy and more than one member 
of the hunting party understood it. 


Nothing was killed, however; not 


even the story. For weeks that mys- 
terious animal was forced to appear 
at s.11 sorts of inconvenient places, 
not infrequently at the call of intelli- 
gent citizens, whose sincerity was not 
to be doubted. Many a child went to 
and from school, an active sufferer 
from the stories it had heard, while 
not a few mothers saw their children 
start out from their homes with 
pangs of uncertainty not unlike those 
experienced in pioneer days. 


The animal was never found; the 


story never killed. It finally lasted 
longer and traveled further than is 
usual, and grew a little with each 
mile of travel. 


Not always is the error found on 


this side of the ledger. Some years 
ago a party of young men brought a 
coon they had been following to bay 
somewhere within the ample shades 
of a big poplar out in the open field. 
Knowing that the owner of the tree 
would not permit them to cut it, 
they sat down under it and patiently 
waited until 
morning, when they 


could see to shoot. Great was their 
surprise when the break of day re- 
vealed to them the fact that they 
had over their heads not a coon, but 
a wildcat of undobuted genuineness 
and generous proportions. The owner 
of the tree afterward assured them 
that he would gladly have permitted 
them to cut it for the sake of seeing 
what would have happened when the 
wildcat dropped among them. 


Doubtless the residents of a cer- 


tain hamlet in 
northern 
Mercer 


County, Pennsylvania, still remem- 
ber the excitement produced by a 
bear seen a number of times in the 
vicinity of a notoriously timid man's 
house. 
Usually the apparition came 


to him at night, but the tracks never 
failed to remain in the road where 
it had crossed, vivid 
daylight re- 


minders. 
Once or twice, when un- 


armed, 
he encountered 
and was 


chased by the animal in the day time. 
Only a small part of the people who 
heard the story knew at the time, 
perhaps it may be news to some of 
them even now, that the marauder 
was a fake bear, arranged and ma- 
nipulated by a young man and a few 
confederates. 


In the midst of a mild "wild ani- 


mal" epidemic a prosperous farmer 
heard a noise at his barn one night, 
and hurrying on his boots, went out 
to 
investigate. 
Just 
outside the 


door a gust or wind extinguished 
his lantern, and setting It down, he 
stepped inside and swung the door 
shut after him, Intending to feel 
his way to the stables, which would 
be moderately well lighted by the 
moon shining through the windows. 
Almost the first step sent him head- 
long into the middle of the barn 
floor; he had tripped over some ani- 
mal crouching where no animal had 
any right to be. There was a rush, 
and scurry of feet, 
in which the 


farmer took a vigorous part, neve- 
stopping until he tumbled out into 
the open air and banged the door 
after him. Then he shouted to his 
family to bring a light and a gun; 
he wanted to save his stock from the 
intruder. 


The gun reached him first, and im- 


patient lest the beast should escape 
or do further damage before the light 
arrived, he cautiously opened 
the 


door and took careful aim midway 
between the two eyes he could sea 
glaring at him in the half light across 
the floor. Just as he was about to 
pull the trigger the light of a lan- 
tern fell upon the crouching beast 
and revealed—one of his own colts 
that had slipped its halter, and tired 
of its 
investigations, finally laid 


down where its master soon after- 
ward stumbled upon It. Needless to 
say, the colt was as badly frightened 
as the farmer by the encounter, bat 
of course little knew the peril it was 
In while the old man was planning 
its destruction.—Forest and Stream. 


Cheap Electricity For Toronto. 
Although there have been several 


great projects for 
utilising power 


from Niagara to generate electricity 
on the Canadian side of the boun- 
dary, it has been proposed to sell 
most of the product In the United 
States. One of the great companies 
on the other side has a contract to 
transmit its whole output to the old- 
est of the American companies. A 
second Canadian company has con- 
structed an overhead line across the 
gorge, and its American representa- 
tive plans to convey the current to 
Lockport, Rochester 
and Syracuse. 


Before either of these proceedings 
will be permitted the approval of the 
United States Government must be 
secured. 
Under a law which was 


passed by Congress a few months ago 
Canadian electricity can be imported 
only when the 
War 
Department 


grants a license. The necessary ap- 
plications were made not long ago 
to Secretary Taft, but he has not 
yet announced his decision. 


At least one of the big Canadian 


companies which has water wheels 
and dynamos at the Fails, however, 
Is planning to find Its market almost 
exclusively in Canada. Its line is al- 
ready 
completed 
to Toronto. 
It 


really has two lines, one to be kept 
in reserve for use in case of accident. 
In order to test the 
transmission 


cables the electricity was switched 
on for a few minutes one night last 
month. 
The station in Toronto at 


which the wires terminate had been 
lighted previously with current from 
another source, but on the eveniDg 
of the recent test every lamp was 
extinguished as a prerailinarj to the 


next step. When other switches were 
operated the lights all flashed up 
again, under the influence of cur- 
rent 
from 
Niagara. 
A suScien 


length of time having elapsed to 
show that the line and other eqclp- 
ments were in perfect order, the cur- 
rent from the Falls was shut off. We 
have seen no announcement of the 
date for 
beginning business, but 


everything is now ready.—New York 
Tribune. 


Courts Can't Itestrain Libel.

be restrained by Courts of Equity

If libsloas 
matter is published in a newspaper 
the only recourse of the person or 
institution claiming to be damaged 
lies In an action for damages at law, 
ruled Judge Mullizs.

Chronic sore 
eyes are bathed 
frequently 
with 


water in which a small amount of 
salt is dissolved, while it is applied 
very strong to sprains and bruises. 
Moistened salt is bound upon burns, 
and if applied in time it will prevent 
blistering. Mixed with the white of 
the egg, it will absolutely prevent 
felons. 


For colic the Russians give one 


teaspoonful of salt in a teacupful of 
cold water. It not only relieves the 
pain at once, but is declared event- 
ually to cure the tendency to dis- 
ordered stomach, and, by its continu- 
ed use, some forms of severe indi- 
gestion. 


Their prescription for cholera mor- 


bus is one tablespoonful of salt and 
one teaspoonful of black pepper dis- 
solved in a half tumblerful of water 
and a half tam-berful of vinegar, the 
dose being two teaspoonfuls of the 
mixture every twentv minutes until 
relieved.

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A STORY OF THE BLOCKADE. 


A» TOLD BY CAPTAIN HICKS. 
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During the v/ar between th^ States, 
having been educated at the Naval. 
Academy, I had wished to enter that 
arm of the service, but there was no 
place for nie, and I attached myself 
to the cavalry corps of General J. B. 
B. Stuart, ro it was quite a surprise 
iWhen Secretary Mallory handed me a 
captain's commission with orders to 
proceed to Wilmington, N. C„ and 
take charge of a small steamer wltli 
Instructions to run the blockade to 
¡Nassau, theii to Eleuthera, one of the 
(Bahama group, and there await a 
«ailing vessel from England loaded 
iwith guns and munitions of war for 
the Confederacy. 


The Little Hattie 
was a snug 
Bteamer already loaded with cotton 
and having a crew composed of ad- 
venturers of many nationalities. At 
this time the port of Wilmington 
iWras closely blockaded, so I chose a 
'dark and gusty night, threatening a 
¡gale, when wo steamed down Cape 
pear River, left the protection of the 
[batteries of Fort Fisher, crossed the 
ibar and made a dash to run the 
gauntlet of the Federal fleet. Every 
light was^ out, and perfect silence 
.was ordered, when chancing to turn 
my eye, I caught a flash of light on 
the water from our deck. I knew at 
once that we had a traitor on board, 
and springing upon a man I found 
crouched among some coils of rope, 
1 seized him by the collar. 
As he 
attempted to free himself, he let fall 
a dark lantern 
concealed under a 
shawl. I kicked the lantern into the 
sea and hurled the wretch to the 
deck with such force as to complete- 
ly stun liim, then tossed him over- 
board. At the same moment a rock- 
et shot up, which was answered by 
signal lights in every direction. 
I 
sprang upon the pilot box as I saw 
the black hull of a large ship direct- 
ly In front of me» and seizing the 
."Wheel from the sailor , in charge 
turned the head of the Little Hattie, 
and shot almost under the stern of 
our huge enemy. 
Before she could 
ibring her guns to bear, we were 
speeding, away among the whltecaps, 
now our greatest protection, for not 
only were both vessels tossing so as 
tvf make us ah uncertain target, but 
my ship was painted a dull lead color 
and was scarcely discernible against 
the leaden skies. When the big guns 
belched forth shot and shell, they 
went whirring and hissing high over 
our heads, while we disappeared. 


Then a calcium light 
from the 
deck of the man-of-war lit up the 
sea, exposing us to the hostile fleet, 
and another vessel opened fire on us. 
One shot struck our rigging, another 
cut the banisters on deck, scattering 
Bpllnters all around us. The caiciuni 
lights exposed our position, but also 
showed us our pursucfrs, and I saw 
all the ships of the line closing in on 
us. 
I s a ^ also an opening in the 
cordon of our foes, and putting on a 
iull head of^steam, I made a dash 
for It, and cleared the cul de sac 
amid a roar of artillery and hissing 
of bursting shells. 
The lights went 
out, and the night seemed blacker 
than ever; but ship after ship lighted 
up the waves, and as the men-of-war 
would catch a glimpse of us they 
turned and fired a shot after us. Each 
shot retarded their speed, while we 
were widening the space and getting 
beyond the influence of the calcium 
lights. 


As soon as we were hidden by the 
darkness we altered our course, and 
dodged to one side while our ene- 
mies. passed by. 
Then running a 
coupie of hours in a northerly direc- 
tion, until we had eluded them, we 
resumed our course. 
There 
were 
large ships with powei^ful engines 
after us that would soon have run 
us down In a gale, for the 
little 
blockade runner could not long have 
stood the pressure on her machinery 
la a heavy sea; so as soon as I felt 
safe, speed was slackened, but we 
kept 
steadily 
on until the Gulf 
Stream was reached, 
And even then 
the danger was not over, for Fed- 
sral cruisers were scattered over the 
ocean between Wilmington and the 
Bahamas. 
With the light of dawn 
we might find oiirselves close to one 
of our enemies. You may be sure I 
chafed under this unequal contest, 
for the laws of nations forbid mer- 
chantmen carrying guns, otherwise 
the blockade could not have been en- 
forced. 
With the exception of a few 
men-of-war the blockading squadron 
wag composed of merchant steamers, 
many of which were captured block- 
ade runners converted into war ves- 
ssli which 
carried 
only one gun, 
called a Long Tom, that was worth 
little, except to disable an unarmed 
craft. The greatest danger to wlilch 
the blockade runner was subjected 
was finding itself close to. one of 
these 
fast 
running 
light 
armed 
steamers at early dawn with an all- 
day chase before them. 
So when 
daylight began to appear we kept a 
vlsUant lookout. 
The rosy mofiiing 


rolled back the mantle of night, and 
to our joy there was no sail in sight. 
As the sun arose—as It only does at 
sea—dispelling the mist 
from the 
ocean's swell, the man at the mast- 
head shouted, 'Sail ho!" and pointed 
out a thin column of smoke off our 
starboard bow. 
Although it was 
scarcely 
perceptible, 
we 
quickly 
turned from it and fled, for the 
blockade 
runner 
ran from 
every 
shadow of danger, and when the look 
out again discerned a pillar of cloud 
on our port bow, we availed ourselves 
of the benefit of the doubt, and 
turned from the susplciuos column 
that was painting a sign of warning 
in the heavens. 


This day and the next was marked 
by neither Incident nor mishap. As 
night again closed around us, we felt 
greatly relieved and I retired to rest, 
wearied with constant watching. The 
sea was now calm and the balmy air 
of the Gulf Stream 
invited 
sleep. 
During the night, while the Little 
Hattie sped on to tropic isles, I was 
awakened by the cry of "Sail ho!" 
and saw a steamer bearing down on 
us. 
Fortunately the moon, although 
shining 
brightly, 
would 
soon be 
down, but being closely pursued we 
put on steam, and when the moon 
went out of sight altered our course 
and escaped in the darkness. 
Worn 
out with P^niety, I sat at the stern, 
leaning over the railing watching the 
phosphorescent sparkles that fell like 
glittering jewels from 
the 
rapid 
whirl of our propeller, until I slipped 
quietly amid a pile of canvas and fell 
asleep. 
Whether awake or dream- 
ing I never knew, but I saw a short 
distance from me the Bahama pilot 
in low earnest conversation with a 
Portuguese sailor. 
They were speak- 
ing in Portuguese, with which lan- 
guage I am familiar, and in the still- 
ness of the night I could distinguish 
every word they uttered. 


"We must wi'eck her, Armbrlster, 
as soon as we get among the reefs. 
The schooner will certainly be on the 
lookout for lis among the cays." 


"I dare not undertake it," replied 
the other, "until we sight the schoon- 
er.

You know every fishing smack about 
the Islands is ready to rush In and 
claim

"But you don't intend to miss the 
chance, do you?" 


"Not much; but I want the skip- 
per to get the steamer safe in sight 
oi the Bahama Banks, and when he 
turns hpr over to me I'll set her fast 
on a rock near Green Turtle Key,*' 


They went forward to the fore- 
castle, and as I watched them pass 
out of sight I rubbed my eyes. Was 
I dreaming or av/ake? It all seemed 
so reaj, yet seemed to have reached 
me through some other sense than 
that of sight, for it was too dark to 
distinguish their features, much less 
the expression of the treacherous 
scoundrels which 
nevertheless was 
stamped on my memory as vividly as 
If seen by the light of day.

sea, the Little Hattie rode the un- 
dulating swell like a waterfowl.

Wo were congratulating ourselves 
on outstripping our adversary, when 
we saw the smoke of another steam- 
er, evidently intending to Intercept 
us, and directing its course by the 
boom of the cannon.

Blight deviation In our course which 
we resumed In an hour, closely pur- 
sued by two Federal steamers. The 
last ship was the United States man- 
of-war San Jacinto, famous for the 
capture of Mason and Slldell, Con- 
federate ministers to England and 
France.

on fuel, until the engineer reported 
the coal rupuing short 
This was 
appalling. " 


•Tile it on while it last«/' I ^t- 
dered. 


"What then, Captain?" 
I answered in the desperation of 
despair, 
"Burn 
everything» 
and 
then I'll blow her up» before she 
shall be captured!" 


On we went at a terrific rate of 
speed, all the power of the engine 
being exerted to its utmost capacity. 
Still the San Jacinto clung to us like 
a Nemesis, the other steamer having 
given up the chase. 


"Land ho!" shouted the man at 
the lookout, a sound that thrilled our 
hearts with joy. I examined my 
chart and found I was in sight of 
one of the Bahamas known as Green 
Turtle Key. As I called up the 
pilot, Armbrlster, the name suggested 
my dream, and I asked him if he was 
familiar with the coast around Green 
Turtle Key.

Leaving this Isle of Beauty we 
set sail for Nassau, passing Elbow 
Key Lighthouse, then the I-Iole in the 
Wall, then glided on until we turned 
In by Hog Inland to the beautiful bay 
that makes the Harbor of Nassau.—

Sponge Fishing. 


The 
Greeks are considered the 
principal sponge fishers, and it takes 
mucli experience, skill and hardihood 
to qualify a man for a first-class placo 
among sponge dlvors. 
Many of the 
most valuable specimens are found 
at a depth varying from ten to thirty- 
five fathoms. To aid in the descent 
the divers make use of a triangular 
stone with a hole in one corner, 
through which a rope Is spliced. On 
reaching tho deep-sea gardens, whertí 
the rock ledges are clothed with ma- 
rine growths, the diver, retaining ^ 
hold on his rope, dexterously breaks 
away the holdfast of^the sponges and 
places them under -^lis arm until q 
sullicient load has boen gleaned, when 
a pull on tho ropes signals his com- 
panions above that he Is ready to 
. ascend, and he Is then hauled to the 
i surface, bearing his ocean treasures.

The idea of catching fish by means 
of a beehive with a hole In the top of 
it is a strange enough one. Yet this, 
says the Country Gentlenian, not in- 
adequately describes the method em- 
ployed by fishermen In the Philippine 
Islands, who clap their 
apparatus 
down over tho sluggish bottom feed- 
ing fish, and then, putting their hands 
thi^ugh the hole in the top« extract 
their vlctlBu. 


The passing of tho big gamo from 
tho more thickly settled districts has 
gradually 
turned 
the romance of 
sportmanshlp Into an Indiscriminate 
slaughter of everytking that lives by 
the 
young 
hero 
worshiper, who 
seems to Imagine that the destruc- 
tion of an inoffensive chipmunk In 
some way throws around his own 
shoulders the mantle of valor with 
which tradition clothes his ancestors. 
To round out these encounters Into 
tales that bear the telling sometimes 
taxes the Ingenuity of even those 
Inventive young heroes; but their 
task Is fortunately lightened by the 
activity with which tho public swal- 
lows the most ludicrous rumors that 
promise something 
of a neighbor- 
hood sensation. 
The recent killing 
of a pet cinnamon bear near Con- 
neaut 
Lake, 
Pennsylvania, 
by a 
Grove City tyro Is one more illus- 
tration of this sepaeless 
and un- 
reasoning panic, something In which 
the true hunter, with the courage of 
the forest upon him. Is not prone to 
indulge. 


Some one, frightened perhaps by 
his own shadow, If cast among the 
shadows of surrounding trees, gives 
the cry of danger; a number of ex- 
citable residents hear, see or Imag- 
ine an unusual presence; the local 
papers print a few columns of gush 
about the "wild 
animal" roaming 
through 
tho neighborhood; 
then 
some wilder animal, gun In hand, 
too Ignorant or too frightened to 
consider that a cinnamon bear, never 
a native of Pennsylvania, could only 
by any possibility be found therein 
through man's agency or ownership; 
and two homeless wanderers are sud- 
denly deprived of their pet compan- 
ion and means of livelihood. 


Not all "scares" terminate In an 
animal tragedy that draws attention 
so entirely from the ludicrous side. 
Some years ago, almost In this same 
neighborhood, a young man had his 
nerves considerably shaken up one 
night by the sudden passage of a 
strange animal across the road before 
him—this where no larger wild ani- 
mal was to be expected than a coon 
or fox. The story was hardly credit- 
ed at first, but during the next few 
weeks at least a dozen 
different 
people had 
a similar 
experience 
either a night or, in a few instances, 
in broad daylight. 
Some recognized 
a mountain lion; 
others a South 
American 
jaguar, while 
even the 
king of beasts was himself described 
with startling minuteness by one or 
two 
of the frightened 
witnesses. 
Some one finally missed a sheep. A 
dead calf that had been left* un- 
buried was found to be mutilated; 
then the carrying off of full-grown 
cattle was one of the strange visi- 
tor's reported pastimes. 


With the possibility of such a visi- 
tant among them, even those who 
disbelieved the stories became inter- 
ested, especially as the group of wit- 
nesses Included some of the most 
solid and conservative 
people. 
It 
seemed only the part of duty to rid 
the neighborhood of such a danger- 
ous marauder, and an entire village, 
under the leadership of a good citi- 
zen who was familiar with the wood- 
lot, said to be tho most frequently in- 
fested, started out one Sunday morn- 
ing on an organized "wild animal" 
hunt. 
Some went because they con- 
sidered 
It a duty; others 
out of 
curiosity; some because the rest were 
going; but In the crowd there were 
doubtless some 
who had a secret 
hope of returning with a full-grown 
African. Hon in their game bag f)r 
else a secret fear that they would 
see one at close quarters. 
Only a 
part of the array had guns or other 
efllcient weapons, and only a few 
of those who did were as dangerous 
to a wild animal as they were to 
their comrades. 
Needless to say, the 
greatest 
danger 
encountered was 
that from a boy or nervous man with 
a gun, A practical joker might In 
a moment's outburst of misplaced en- 
thusiasm, have furnished wholesale 


tragedy and moro than one member 
of the hunting party understood i t 


Nothing was killed, however; not 
even tho story. For weeks that mys- 
terious animal was forced to appear 
at all sorts of inconvenient places, 
not infrequently at tho call of intelli- 
gent citizens, whose sincerity was not 
to bo doubted. 
Many a child went to 
and from school, an active sufferer 
from the stories It had heard, whilo 
not a few mothers saw thoir children 
start out from their homes 
with 
pangs of uncertainty not unlike those 
experienced in pioneer days. 


The animal was never found; tho 
story never killed. 
It finally lasted 
longer and traveled further than Is 
usual, and grew a little with each 
mile of travel. 


Not always is tho error found on 
this side of the ledger. 
Some years 
ago a party of young men brought a 
coon they had been following to bay 
somewhere within the ample shades 
of a big poplar out In tho open field. 
Knowing that the owner of tho treo 
would not permit them to cut it, 
they sat down under It and patiently 
waited until 
morning, when they 
could seo to shoot. 
Great was their 
surprise when the break of day re- 
vealed to them the fact that they 
had over their heads not a coon, but 
a wildcat of undobuted genuineness 
and generous proportions. The owner 
of tho tree afterward assured them 
that he would gladly have permitted 
them to cut it for the sake of seeing 
what would have happened when tho 
wildcat dropped among them. 


Doubtless the residents of a cer- 
tain hamlet 
in 
northern 
Mercer 
County, Pennsylvania, still remem- 
ber the excitement produced by a 
bear seen a number of times In tho 
vicinity of a notoriously timid man's 
house. 
Usually the apparition came 
to him at night, but the tracks never 
failed to remain in the road whero 
it had crossed, vivid 
daylight re- 
minders. 
Once or twice, when un- 
armed , 
ho encountered 
and was 
chased by the animal in the day time. 
Only a small part of the people who 
heard the story knew at the time, 
perhaps it may be news to some of 
them even now, that the marauder 
was a fake bear, arranged and ma- 
nipulated by a young man and a few 
confederates. 


In the midst of a mild "wild ani- 
mal" epidemic a prosperous farmer 
heard a noise at his barn one night, 
and hurrying on his boots, went out 
to 
Investigate. 
Just 
outside tho 
door a gust of wind extinguished 
his lantern, and sotting it down, ho 
stepped inside and swung the door 
shut after him, intending to feel 
his way to the stables, which would 
be moderately well lighted by the 
moon shining through the windows. 
Almost the first step sent him head- 
long Into the middle of tho barn 
fioor; he had tripped over some ani- 
mal crouching where no animal had 
any right to be. There was a rush 
and scurry of feet, 
in which the 
farmer took a vigorous part, never 
stopping until he tumbled out Into 
the open air and banged the door 
after him. Then he shouted to his 
family to bring a light and a gun; 
he wanted to save his stock from the 
intruder. 


The gun reached him first, and Im- 
patient lest the beast should escape 
or do further damage before the light 
arrived, he cautiously opened 
tho 
door and took careful aim midway 
between the two eyes he could seo 
glaring at him in the half light across 
the floor. Just as he was about to 
pull the trigger the light of a lan- 
tern fell upon tho crouching beast 
and revealed—one of his own colts 
that had slipped Its halter, and tired 
of its 
investigations, 
finally 
laid 
down where its master soon after- 
ward stumbled upon it. Needless to 
say, the colt was as badly frightened 
as the farmer by the encounter, but 
of course little knew the peril It was 
in while the old man was planning 
its destruction.—Forest and Stream. 


Cheap Electricity For Toronto. 
Although there have been several 
great projects for 
utilizing power 
from Niagara to generate electricity 
on the Canadian side 
of the boun- 
dary, it has been proposed to sell 
most of the product In the United 
States. 
One of the great companies 
on the other side has a contract to 
transmit its whole output to the old- 
est of the American companies. 
A 
second Canadian company has con- 
structed an overhead line across tho 
gorge, and Its American representa- 
tive plans to convoy the current to 
Lockport, Rochester 
and Syracuse, 
Before either of the»e proceedings 
will be permitted the approval of the 
United States Government must be 
secured. 
Under a law which was 
passed by Congress a few months ago 
Canadian electricity can be Imported 
only when 
the War ' Department 
grants a license. The necessary ap- 
plications were made not long ago 
to Secretary Taft, but he has not 
yet announced his decision. 


At least one of the big Canadian 
companies which has water wheels 
and dynamos at the Falls, however, 
is planning to find Its market almost 
exclusively in Canada. Jts line is al- 
ready 
completed 
^o Voronto. 
It 
really has two lines, one to be kept 
in reserve for use in case of accident. 
In order to test the 
transmission 
cables tho electricity was switched 
on for a few minutes one night last 
month. 
The station in Toronto at 
which the wires terminate had been 
lighted previously with current from 
another source, but on the evening 
of the recent test every lamp was 
«xtlugulshed as a premilloary ^o ths 


next step. When other switches were 
operated the lights all flashed up 
again, under the influence of cur- 
rent 
from 
Niagara. 
A suflicient 
length of time having elapsed to 
show that tho lino and other equip- 
ments were In perfect order, the cur- 
rent from the Falls was shut off. Wo 
have seen no announcement of the 
date for 
beginning 
business, but 
everything is now ready,—New York 
Tribune. 


Courts Can't Kestrnin LibcL 


That a newspaper publisher cannot 
be restrained by Courts of Equity 
from publishing matter alleged to be 
libelous was the gist of a decision 
handed down by Judge John I, Mul- 
lins, of the Denver (Col.) 
District

(Nev.) mining promoter. If libelous 
matter is published in a newspaper 
the only recourse of the person or 
Institution claiming to be damaged 
lies in an action for damages at law,

ailments, whide it is also relied upon 
in severe sickness, 
says

For catarrh a lukewarm 
solution 
of salt and milk is sniffed by the 
nostrils three times dally, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of the salt being used 
in a half-pint of milk, Chvonic sore 
eyes are bathed 
irequently 
with 
water in which a small amount of 
salt is dissolved, while it is applied 
very strong to sprains and bruises. 
Moistened salt is bound upon burns, 
and if applied in time it will prevent 
blistering. Mixed with the white of 
the egg, it wili absolutely prevent 
felons. 


For colic tho Russians give one 
teaspoonful of salt in a teacupful of 
cold water. It not only relieves the 
pain at once, but Is declared event- 
ually to cure the tendency to dis- 
ordered stomach, and, by its continu- 
ed use, some forms of severe Indi- 
gestion. 


Their prescription for cholera mor- 
bus Is one tablespoonful of salt and 
one teaspoonful of black pepper dis- 
solved in a half tumblerful of water 
and a half tumberful of vinegar, the 
dose being two teaopoonfuls of the 
mixture every twenty minutes until 
relieved. 


All American 
housewives 
know 
the value of the hot-water bottle In 
times of illness, but when it is not 
to be had a small sack loosely filled 
with salt and thoroughly warmed Is 
equally good, especially for neural- 
gia, as the salt adds its curative pro- 
perties to the warmth.

Oysters 
in 
Peppers—Remove the 
seeds and veins from a suffloient num- 
ber of sweet popper pods and place 
threo or four largo oysters in each 
pod. See tliat no sliver of shell ad- 
heres to tho oysters, and bake about 
fifteen minutes in a moderate oven, 
setting each popper pod In a muffin 
ring. 
Serve In a bed of nasturtium 
blossoms and leaves, 
or 
dogwood 
berries. 


Maple Taffy—Place together in the 
kettle two pounds of maple -sugar, one 
cup New Orleans molasses, one cup 
hot^ water and one-half (scant) tt^a- 
Bpoonful of cream of tartar.

"Bat suddenly., ES the top of the 


CHICKENS A PEXNY APIECE. 


A Cow For $1.50 and 48 Glasses of 


Beer For Two Cents. 


Two cents or its equivalent would 


buy a pair of chickens—in the four- 
teenth century. For the value of a 
nickel one could acquire a goose fit 
for a Christmas dinaer—ia the four- 
teenth century. 


A penny would purchase a dozen 


strictly fresh eggs—in the fourteenth 
ceatury; while for two ceats the 
brewer was compelled by law to sell 
three gallons of beer, the equivalent 
of forty-eight' glasses. 


A man could buy the finest fat 


sheep for twenty-four cents. A cow 
was more expensive, says the Me- 
chanic, but one dollar and a half 
would buy the best ia the market, 
while for a fat hog one need only part 
with eighty cents. 


Wheat sometimes fell as low as 


forty cents a quarter, though after 
a great storm or ia a time of griev- 
ous famiae it would rise as high as 
four or»five dollars a quarter. Still at 
these prices a good maay pounds of 
bread could be bought for a peany. 


Pasture and arable lands were 


ridiculously cheap—two cents for the 
former and twelve cents for the' lat- 
ter being considered a fair annual 
rental. Draught horses were a drug 
on the market at seventy-two cents 
each and oxen at one dollar and 
twenty-five ceats. In the days of the 
second Henry fifty dollars would have 
equipped a farm with three draught 
horses, half a dozen oxen, twenty 
cows aad 200 sheep, leaving a bal- 
ance of two dollars toward the pay- 
ment of the rent, which would be 
perhaps five dollars a year. 


The other side of the story, so far 


as the laboring man is concerned, 
comes in the following figures. Three 
cents a day was considered good 
wages for an ordinary laborer. Even 
at harvest time four cents was the 
highest amount expected. 


House rent was so low that the 


Lord Mayor of Loadoa oaly paid 
§4.80 a year to his laadlord. The 
Chancellor had aa annual salary of 
§192. 
When a father sent his son 


to a university four cents a day was 
looked upon as a comfortable allow- 
ance, with a margin for such luxuries 
as \vine ai eight or twelve cents a gal- 
ion. 


A salary of $24 a year was con- 


sidered munificent. King Edward VI. 
gave his daughter an allowance of 
S4.SO a -weok, with an additional 
$247.60 a year for the maintenance 
of her eight servants. 


In a discussion of waste 


tion it in customary to begin with 
that shining ezample of what can be 
accomplished along these lines—the 
coal-tar industry. A few years ago 
the thick, black, viscid liquid which 
condenses in the pipes during the dis^ 
tillation of gas from coal, was not 
only waste and useless, but its re- 
moval was a positive nuisance and a 
source of trouble and expense. To- 
day this tar on further distillation 
yields a series of products each of 
which is the basis for a° valuable 
chemical manufacture. Amoag these 
products are paraffine, naphtha, ben- 
zol, 
creosote, anthracene, carbolic 


acid, naphthalene and pitch. Basic 
oil of coal tar is the source of the 
splendid aniline colors, the various 
hues of which are due to the oxida- 
tion of aniline by means of acids or 
other chemicals. 
The utilization of 


some of these products has called 
into being entirely new industries in 
the manufacture of dyes, perfumes, 
medicaments, antiseptics, paving ma- 
terials and fuels. 


It is undoubtedly true that no 


branch of science has contributed 
more to our knowledge of tie waste 
values than chemistry, and a very 
large number of the great advances 
have been made along chemical lines. 
One of the most important of these 
was Le Blanc's discovery that the 
treatment of chloride of sodium— 
common salt—with sulphuric acid 
gave hydrochloric acid and sulphate 
of soda. This led to the upbuilding 
of one of the world's greatest indus- 
tries of to-day,"that of soap making, 
which formerly had been limited to 
the soda derived from the sulphuric 
acid 
manufacture. 
Hydrochloric 


acid, at first a waste, was soon found 
to be a valuable agent in bleaching. 
Originally, however, this use was not 
extensive, and it was necessary to 
employ a decomposing agent to ob- 
taia the chlorine from the acid. This 
ageat was binoxide of maagaaese; 
aad while the products of the decom- 
position other than chlorine were at 
first allowed to go to waste, a com- 
plete system of reclamation was soon 
developed. 


The use of furnace slag, in former 


years not only useless but expensive 
to remove as well, is becoming more 
general for various commercial pur- 
poses, and the field for further de- 
velopment is excellent. At present, 
quantities of this material are made 
into bricks, paving stones, cements 
and used as fertilizer. 
Slag wool, 


made by blowing steam through a 
stream of melted slag, is a splendid 
heat-insulating material. 
The heat 


in the slag as it runs from the fur- 
nace has also been used in various 
ways. A good example of metallurgi- 
cal waste utilization is found in the 
production of pure tin, good -weldable 
iron, ammoniac and Prussian blue 
from the waste clippings of iron. The

The cotton-seed oil industry can 


hardly to-day be considered the utili- 
zation of a by-product, though such 
was its origin, for at the present the 
annual value of the products derived 
from it is many millions of dollars: 
The fine cotton fibre still adhering to 
the seed after ginning, and known as 
linters, is used largely in the making 
of mattresses, pillows, felt hats, etc. 
The hulls of the seeds are used as 
cattle food, as are also the residues 
of the meats after the oil has been 
pressed from them. The oil is used" 
in the manufacture of lard com- 
pounds, salad aad packing oils, soaps 
and washing powders, and is gener- 
ally recognized to-day as a high-class 
food product. 


Among other' industries in which 


former by-products have become of 
the greatest value are those of dye- 
ing, in which the manufacture of syn- 
thetic indigo Is perhaps the highest 
attainment yet reached in this field, 
silk working, starch making, soap 
making and brewing. The disposi- 
tion of the garbage of cities, ia the

of •econd-class matter handled an- 
nully constitute sixty-seven per cent, 
of all the mail carried; and yields 
only $6,0^0,000 revenue, whereas, to 
pay expenses, it should yield $5t,- 
900,000.

The newspapers do not wish to be 


treated as objects of charity by the 
Government.

excellent means for employing waste 
blast-furnace gases, though these 
have previously been made use of in 
other ways. 


F-ew indeed are the 
industries 


which have developed utilization of 
by-products to suqh a state of per- 
fection as has the slaughtering indus- 
try. 
It is no exaggeration to say 


that the animal slaughtered is used 
from the tip of the horn to the hair 
at the end of the tail. The quantity 
and variety of the products from for- 
merly useless portions of the car- 
casses are almost incredible. 
Some 


of these are gelatine, glue, fertilizers, 
hair, bristles, neat's foot oil, bones, 
horns, hoofs, glands and membranes 
from which are obtained pepsin, thy- 
mus, thyroids, pancreatin, parotid 
substances, capsules, etc., soap-stock, 
glycerine, isinglass, albumen and 
hides, skin, wool and intestines. 


The lumbering industry now turns 


most of its waste products to useful 
purposes. The principal one of these 
wastes is sawdust, and this trouble- 
some material now yields many valu- 
able articles. One of the compara- 
tively recent enterprises in this di- 
rection is the distillation of sawdust 
in acetic acid, wood naphtha, wood 
alcohol, gas, oil, charcoal and tar, the 
last yielding the bases for certain ani- 
line colors. 
The sawdust may be 


burned in special furnaces or mixed 
with other material to form fuel. It 
is nade into artificial wood, used in 
the manufacture of explosives, ot 
heat-insulating material, in plaster 
and largely iii paper making. Ia the 
paper industry, too, many substances 
wastes in the past, are usefullr em- 
ployed to-day. The recovery of the 
sulphite liquor from wood cellulos. 
factories has been the subject o 
many researches and inventions, and 
while numbers of these are ingenious 
and partially successful, much still 
remains to be done in this field. Th< 
paper manufacturer now utilizes hun 
dreds of thousands of tons of olc 
newspapers, old stock, waste paper 
etc., which would otherwise be prac- 
tically valueless. 


The utilization of wastes on an 


enormous scale, but of which the 
general public knows very little, oc- 
curs in the woolen industry. The 
principal articles of waste are woolen 
rags and wool grease. The urs- are 
reconverted into wool, and used 
again s.nd again in the manufacture 
of cloth in an endless tmtraceable 
circle. The wool grease Is employed 
in many industries and yields oils, 
fats, acids, potassium sai^s and other 
elements of recognized value in arts 
aad manufacturing. It is estimated 
that the enormous qn^ntity of nearly 
3,000,000 pounds of potassium car- 
bonate are sraved anrnally from the 
wool-wash waters of tee mills and 
scouring estabHsiraents of Traces 


to the municipalities and frequently 
even a menace to public health, is re- 
markably successful from a sanitary 
as well as an industrial standpoint. 
Prom 
it 
are 
obtained valuable 


greases, fuels and fertilizers, whica 
often more than pay for the entire 
cost of operation. An interesting and 
aluable development is the produc- 
tion of coating and sizings for paper, 
waterproof glues, paints, substitutes 
or hard rubber, horn and ivory, 
rom the casein, albumen and milk 
ugar of skimmed milk. The list of 
xamples of by-product utilization 
would not be complete without the 
mention of the use of corn pith for 
naval purposes, the manufacture of 
artificial stone from broken glass and 
from ashes, sash weights from tin 
crap, cattle food from brewery resi- 
iue, new rubber from old, glycerine 
rom distillation washes, and the val- 
uable corn oil as a by-product from 
breweries, distilleries 
and 
starch 


works. Remarkable as is this brief 
account of waste utilization—and but 
a portion of the later advances have 
>een touched upon—a great deal still 
remains* to be accomplished in many 
>ranches of science and industry, and 
.he future undoubtedly will see such 
an accomplishment, for there is noth- 
ing without an economic value for 
ome purpose, ^ not in the industry 
n which it first appears, in some 
other where it can be turned to ac- 
count.—Scientific American. 


On the other hand, the magazines 


and periodicals and the fake papers 
are each addressed separately and 
they go all over the country and even 
to the uttermost parts of the world.

The 
department itself sends by mail a 
great deal of material for its own 
use Trhich could as well be forward- 
ed by slow freight. Then the frank- 
ing privilege is grossly abused. It 
is even employed for the transporta- 
tion of office desks and sofas. Tons 
of free seeds are also distributed by 
this means. If the Government does 
these things it can not reasonably 
expect to find the yearly balance on 
the right side of the.sheet. 


As for the newspapers, they will 


gladly pay their fair share of tha 
postal expense, whatever it may be.— 
Cleveland Leader.

CHICKENS A PENNY APIECE. 


A Cow For $1.50 and 48 Glasses of 
lìcer For Two Cents. 


Two cents or its equivalent would 
buy a pair of chickens—in the four- 
teenth century. 
For the value of a 
nickel one could acquire a goose fit 
for a Christmas dinner—in the four- 
teenth century, 


A penny would purchase a dozen 
strictly fresh eggs—in the fourteenth 
century ; while for two cents the 
brewer was compelled by law to sell 
three gallons of beer, the equivalent 
of forty-elghf glasses. 


A man could buy tho finest fat 
sheep for twenty-four cents. 
A cow 
was more expensive, says the Me- 
chanic. but one dollar and a half 
would buy the best in the market, 
while for a fat hog one need only part 
with eighty cents. 


Wheat sometimes fell as low as 
forty cents a quarter, though after 
a great storm or in a time of griev- 
ous famine It would rise as high as 
four oi^five dollars a quarter. Still at 
these prices a good many pounds of 
bread could be bought for a penny. 


Pasture and 
arable 
lands 
were 
ridiculously cheap—two cents for the 
former and twelve cents for the' lat- 
ter being considered a fair annual 
rental. 
Draught horses were a drug 
on the market at seventy-two cents 
each and oxen at one 
dollar 
and 
twenty-five cents. 
In the days of the 
second Henry fifty dollars would have 
equipped a farm with three draught 
horses, half a dozen oxen, twenty 
cows and 200 sheep, leaving a bal- 
ance of two dollars toward the pay- 
ment of the rent, which ^Yould be 
perhaps five dollars a year. 


The other side of the story, so far 
as the laboring man Is concerned, 
comes In the following figures. Three 
cents a day was considered good 
wages for an ordinary laborer. 
Even 
at harvest time four cents was tho 
highest amount expected. 


House rent was so low that the 
Lord Mayor of London only paid 
?4,S0 a year to his landlord. 
The 
Chancellor had an annual salary of 
$192, 
When a father sent his son 
to a university four cents a day was 
looked upon as a comfortable allow- 
ance, with a margin for such luxuries 
as wine at eight or twelve cents a gal- 
lon, 


A salary of ?24 a year was con- 
sidered munificent, King Edward VI. 
gave his daughter an allowance of 
$4.80 a week, with 
an 
additional 
$247.60 a year for the maintenance 
of her eight servants. 


Hungry, But Refined.

Britl:ih Military Inventors. 


The War 
Oilice has long been 
proverbial for its discouragement of 
inventors Jn generaj, but they seem 
to reserve a special brand of illi- 
treatment for an inventor who is un- 
lucky enough to wq)ar a soldier's coat. 
Gen. Shrapnell» t^ie inventor of the 
formidable projectile which bears hia 
name to this day, died it poor man 
aftei* spending thousand^ of pounds 
qn his invention,—London Regimeat- 


In a discussion of waste utiliza- 
tion it is customary to begin with 
that shining example of what can be 
accomplished along these lines—the 
coal-tar industry. 
A few years ago 
the thick, black, viscid liquid which 
condenses in the pipes during the dis- 
tillation of gas from coal, was not 
only waste and useless, but its re- 
moval was a positive nuisance and a 
source of trouble and expense. 
To- 
day this tar on further distillation 
yields a series of products each of 
which Is the basis for a* valuable 
chemical manufacture. Among these 
products are paralllne, naphtha, ben- 
zol, creosote, anthracene, 
carbolic 
acid, naphthalene and pitch* 
Basic 
oil of coal tar Is the source of the 
splendid aniline colors, the various 
hues of which are due to the oxida- 
tion of aniline by means of acids or 
other chemicals. 
The utilization of 
some of these products has called 
into being entirely new industries in 
the manufacture Qf dyes, perfumes, 
medicaments, antiseptics, paving ma- 
terials and fuels. 


It is undoubtedly true 
that 
no 
branch of science has contributed 
more to our knowledge of the waste 
values than chemistry, and a very 
large number of the great advances 
have been made along chemical lines. 
One of the most important of these 
was Le Blanc's discovery that the 
treatment of chloride of sodium— 
common salt—with sulphuric aci<J 
gave hydrochloric acid and sulphate 
of soda. 
This led to the upbuilding 
of one of the world's greatest indus- 
tries of to-day,'that of soap making, 
which formerly had been limited to 
the soda derived from the sulphuric 
acid 
manufacture. 
Hydrochloric 
acid, at first a waste, was soon found 
to be a valuable agent in bleaching. 
Originally, however, this use was not 
extensive, and It was necessary to 
employ a decomposing agent to ob- 
tain the chlorine from the acid. This 
agent was binoxide of manganese; 
and while the products of the decom- 
position other than chlorine were at 
first allowed to go to waste, a com- 
plete system of reclamation was soon 
developed. 


The use of furnace slag, in former 
years not only useless but expensive 
to remove as well. Is becoming more 
general for various commercial pur- 
poses, and the field for further de- 
velopment Is excellent. 
At present, 
quantities of this material are made 
into bricks, paving stones, cements 
and used as fertilizer. 
Slag wool, 
made by blowing steam through a 
stream of melted slag, is a splendid 
heat-insulating material. 
The heat 
In the slag as it runs from the fur- 
nace has also been used in various 
ways. A good example of metallurgi- 
cal waste utilization is found in the 
production of pure tin, good weldable 
iron, ammoniac and Prussian blue 
from the waste clippings of iron. The 
introduction of the gas engine offers 
etcellent means for employing waste 
blast-furnace gases, 
though 
these 
have previously been made use of in 
other ways. 


Few 
Indeed 
are the 
industries 
which have developed utilization of 
by-products to sucji a state of per- 
fection as has the slaughtering indus- 
try. 
It is no exaggeration to say 
that the animal slaughtered is used' 
from the tip of the horn to the hair 
at the end of the tail. 
The quantity 
and variety of the products from for- 
merly useless portions of the car- 
casses are almost incredible. 
Some 
of these are gelatine, glue, fertilizers, 
hair, bristles, neat's foot oil, bones, 
horns, hoofs, glands and membranes 
from which are obtained pepsin,, thy- 
mus, thyroids, 
pancreatin, 
parotid 
substances, capsules, etc., soap-stock, 
glycerine, 
isinglass, 
albumen 
and 
hides, skin, wool and Intestines. 


The lumbering Industry now turns 
most of its waste products to useful 
purposes. The principal one of these 
wastes is sawdust, and this trouble- 
some material now yields many valu- 
able articles. 
One of the compara- 
tively recent enterprises in this di- 
rection is the distillation of sawdust 
in acetic acid, wood naphtha, wood 
alcohol, gas, oil, charcoal and tar, the 
last yielding the bases for certain ani- 
line colors. 
The sawdust may be 
burned In special furnaces or mixed 
with other material to form fuel. It 
Is made Into artificial wood, used in 
the manufacture of explosives, of 
heat-insulating material, in plaster, 
and largely in paper making. 
In tho 
paper industry, too, many substances, 
wastes in the past, are usefully em- 
ployed to-day. 
The recovery of the 
sulphite liquor from wood cellulose 
factories has been the subject of 
many researches and Inventions, and 
while numbers of these are ingenious 
and partially successful, much still 
remains to be done In this field. The 
paper manufacturer now utilizes hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of old 
newspapers, old stock, waste paper, 
etc., which would otherwise be prac- 
tically valueless. 


The utilization of wastes on an 
enormous scale, but. of which the 
general public knows very little, oc- 
curs in the woolen industry. 
The 
principal articles of waste are woolen 
rags and wool grease. 
The ilrsw are 
reconverted 
Into 
wool, 
and 
used 
again and again in the manufacture 
of cloth in an endless untraceable 
circle. 
The wool grease Is employed 
in many industries and yields oils, 
fats, acids, potassium Bal^s and other 
elements of recognized value in arts 
and manufacturing. 
It is estimated 
that the enormous quantity of nearly 
3,000,000 pounds of potassium car- 
bonate are saved anrually from the 
AYool-wash waters of the mills and 
scouring establishments 
of 
Franca 
iiad Belgium. 
Waste soap suds from 
textile factories yield many valuable 


aubstances, such as lubricating oils, 
fats, acids and soaps. 
In one Ger- 
man establishment the suds are pre- 
cipitated with lime, the coagulum is 
collected, pressed into bricks, dried, 
and heated in gas retorts. 
A gas Is 
obtained which has three times the 
illuminating power of coal gas, and 
which in quantity Is nearly double 
what Is required to light the entiro 
plant. 


The cotton-seed oil industry can 
hardly to-day bo considered tho utili- 
zation of a by-product, though such 
was its origin, for at tho present the 
annual value of the products derived 
from it is many millions of dollars; 
The fine cotton fibre still adhering to 
the seed after ginning, and known as 
linters, is used largely In the making 
of mattresses, pillows, felt hats, etc. 
The hulls of the seeds are used as 
cattle food, as are also the residues 
of tho meats after tho oil has been 
pressed from them. 
Tho oil Is used 
in the manufacture of lard com- 
pounds, salad and packing oils, soaps 
and washing powders, and Is gener- 
ally-recognized to-day as a high-class 
food product. 


Among other''industries In which 
former by-products have become of 
the greatest value are those of dye- 
ing, in which the manufacture of syn- 
thetic indigo is perhaps the highest 
attainment yet reached in this field, 
silk working, starch making, soap 
making and brewing. 
The disposi- 
tion óf the garbage of cities, in the 
past often presenting much diillculty 
to the municipalities and frequently 
even a menace to public health, is re- 
markably successful from a sanitary 
as well as an industrial standpoint. 
From 
it 
are 
obtained 
valuable 
greases, fuels and fertilizers, which 
often more than pay for the entire' 
cost of operation. An interesting and 
valuable development Is the produc- 
tion of coating and sizings for paper, 
waterproof glues, paints, substitutes 
for hard rubber, horn and ivory, 
from the casein, albumen and milk 
sugar of skimmed milk. 
The list of 
examples of by-product 
utilization 
would not be complete without the 
mention of the use of corn pith for 
naval purposes, the manufacture of 
artificial stone from broken glass and 
from ashes, sash weights from tin 
scrap, cattle food from brewery resi- 
due, new rubber from old, glycerine 
from distillation washes, and the val- 
uable corn oil as a by-product from 
breweries, 
distilleries 
apd 
starch 
works. 
Remarkable as is this brief 
account of waste utilization—and t u t 
a portion of the later advances have 
been touched upon—a great deal still 
remains» to be accomplished in many 
branches of science and industry, and 
the future undoubtedly will see such 
an accompllshxnent, for there is noth- 
ing without an economic value for 
some purpose, if not in the industry 
in which it first appears, in some 
other where it can be turned to ac- 
count.—Scientific American.

NEWSPAPERS IX THE ^fATIi. 


Tlxoj Do Not Camso tho Yc^rlj Dcilcit 
in Postal RevrfftuciSt 


A CoHgrossionfcl^(iti)mmlssion Is now 
considering % number of reforms in- 
to'flded to do Away with the heavy 
a. nual deficit in tho Postofllce Dd- 
partment/One of tfiem involved soc- 
ond-clasi matter, in which the news- 
papers are included. 
The depart- 
ment estimates that the 330,000 tons 
of Becond-class matter handled an- 
nually constitute sixty-seven per cent, 
of all the mail carried; and yields 
only $6,000,000 revenue, whereas, to 
pay expenses, it should yield $56,- 
000,000. 
On this basis is set up the 
claim that the newspapers are being 
carried at a loss. 
^ 


The newspapers do not wish to be 
treated as objects of charity by the 
Government. They are able to pay a 
fair price for all services done 'for 
them, and willing to do so. 
More- 
over, they are in favor of postal re- 
form. 
But the commission should 
look into the facts carefully. 


In the first place, tho bulk of the 
expense of handling second-class mail 
is caused by the carrying of maga- 
zines, weekly periodicals and fictions 
"newspapers" issued for advertising 
and other purposes than the publish- 
ing of news. 
The dally newspapers 
are not extensively chculp.ted more 
than 300 miles from the place of pub- 
lication. 
They are put up in sacks 
and bundles addressed to agents and 
are delivered at the trains. 
About 
all the Postoffice Department does 
is to provide room in the mall cars 
for them and throw them oft at tho 
proper stations. 


On the other hand, tho magazines 
and periodicals and the fake papers 
are each addressed separately and 
they go all over the country and even 
to the uttermost parts of the world. 
Every piece must be handled as if it 
were a letter. 
The /fact that the 
Government 
is 
not 
carrying 
the 
newspapers at a loss is proved by the 
fact that the express companies will 
take them for the same rates now 
paid, or lower. 


That the PostoflUce Department ia 
operated at a loss is due largely to 
the oflilcers of the Government. 
The 
department itself sends by mail a 
great deal of material for its own 
use which could as well be forward- 
ed by slow freight. Then the frank- 
ing privilege is grossly abused. 
It 
is even employed for the transporta- 
tion of office desks and sofas. 
Tons 
of free seeds are also distributed by 
this means. 
If the Government does 
these things it can not reasonably 
expect to find the yearly balance on 
the right side of the .sheet. 


As for the newspapers, they will 
gladly pay their fair share of thd 
postal expense, whatever it may be,— 
Cleveland Leader. 


Tax oji Inheritances. 


Investigation by the Bureau of the 
Census, at Washington, D. C., shows 
that in 1902 twenty-six States had 
inheritance tax laws,yielding $7,000,- 
000. This amount is believed by the 
Census ofilcials to have increased in 
the present year to $10,000,000 or 
$12,000,000.

United States Stamps. 


The 
government of the "United 
States has decided to give up printing 
its postage stamps. The Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing- in Washing- 
ton has done the -work since 1S94 at 
a loss which has amounted to consid- 
erable each year and has been made 
up by deficiency appropriations by 
Congress. The American Bank Note 
Co. has no\v secured the contract, and 
Its work will be done In the same 
manner as that which this company" 
turned out before 1894. The main 
feature of the new printing will be 
the engraving cpon the stamps them- 
selves of the names of 26 postoffices 
In the United States which do the 
largest business.' There are 
6,000 
smaller offices, and the 
stamps • of 
these will have the names printed up- 
on them. This Is done in order to 
prevent postoffice robberies, 
as 
it 


•will be impossible to dispose of any 
large number of stamps with 
the 


name of the office "printed upon them 
after a robbery has been committed. 
An interesting field for collection is 
opened by this action on the part of 
our government. 
The attempt 
to 


gather a collection of stamps Issued 
from every different postoffice in & 
state or in the United States may be 
made, and in many cases will un- 
doubtedly be 
successfully - accomp- 
lished. This form of stamp collect- 
Ing will naturally take the place of 
postmark collecting, and in many ways 
Is likely to be more interesting and 
instructive, as it will be the stepping 
stone to the general collection of the 
stamps of the world.—St. Nicholas.

offer themselves was with the under- 
standing that they should receive no 
compensation whatever. 


Dr. Reed rose, touched his cap, 


and said, "Gentlemen, I salute you!" 


The word "gentlemen" has been 


used so freely as a mere form of ad- 
'dress that something of the finer 
meaning It ought to have has been 
lost. In this case one who was him- 
self a true gentleman saw, and was 
quick to recognize in two common 
soldiers, that quality which neither
